Further to the inguiry re refrigeration for the St. Paul's 
School, and also further to my visit and conversation with Mr. Charles 
Middleton, please te advised of the following quotations in respebt to 
the reach-in cabinet for the kitchen, and the walk-in cooler for storage. 


Your reach-in cabinet in the kitchen can be built to any size 
required up to the following dimensions. That is the actunl size of tke 
compartment you will store food in. The size could be 3 ft. in width, 
4 ft. in height, and 7 ft. in length inside box measurements. This 
cabinet should be so constructed that you have at least 35 inches of 
insulation all around. The doors will also have to be insulated and 
have rubber stripping around the outside edge so that they will fit 
tightly ageinst the face of the box proper. The insulation would be 
of rock wool and comes in five cubic feet per bag. 


The price of the condensing unit complete with a fin coil and 
drip trays, the necessary refrigeration controls and tubing, the 
electrical installation and refrigeration installation would be $412.50. 
The above price does not include the cost of the rock wool insulation 
or the necessary door hinges and door latches. The rock wool insulation 
would cost you a $1.85 per 5 cubic feet bag F.0.B. Calgary, and the 
door latch aad hingss would be approximately $8.00 per set. 


In respect to the walk-in cooler, I suggested to “r. Charles 
Middleton that you would build an anti room adjacent to the walk-in 
cooler where we could install a fin coil for cooling the beef before 
it is hung in the freezer proper. It will also be necessary to have 
at least 8 inches of rock wool insulation leid qm the concrete floor, 
and wood floor laid on top of that. Also the wall of the refrigerator 
proper and anti-room will also have to be insulated with rock wool.

We have your letter of the 17th June, above files and regret the 
delay in answering; it has taken a great deal of time, travel and figuring 
on these buildings but we now have the following to offer: 


First I must say that I have gone ahead with the basement of the 

Ste Paul's School, on the strength of the second paragraph of your June 
17th letter. Mr. R. Weston has this basement practically completed and 
ready to receive the building which will be moved on to the foundation 
next week. We have gone ahead here, as the Contractor was available now 
and might not have been later, and also if we are to have these buildings 
ready for classes Sept. lst we could not delay longer. Unless advised 
otherwise, Mr. Weston will be moving to the St. Mary's R.C. School site 
the lst of August. 


We shall itemize additional costs by schools, as follows:

Following the instructions of your letter of 
June 28 an inspection was made of the above installation 
on July 6 1948. 


A sketch plan of the area containing the pressure 
tank and pump is attached. Also attached is a copy of an 
estimate received by Su rang en one Ragan from a Cardston 
contractor quoting a price of -00 for a building to 
house pressure tank and pump and also to provide garage space. 


The pressure tank is buried under approximately 
three feet of earth cover and with the head some twelve feet 
outside the basement wall. The exact position of the tank 
was not ascertained. The change from the original intention 
of placing the head of the tank in the boiler room was ex- 
plained in Mr. Snelson's memorandum of May 30th, 1947, from 
which I quotes- 


" The etm 
on the outside 

oceupied by coal bin, 

In this location at a depth of six feet below gr 
surface, the 4" pipeline from the pump to the outside 
tank was uncovered. This line crossed the trench at 
such an Le that it was necessary to place the end of 
the tank at a distance of twelve feet from the outside 
boiler room wall so that the bottom of the tank could be 
set at an elevation of eight feet below ground surface. 
It was not advisable to cut the 4" pipe as it was at the 
time under pressure supplying water to the school .* 


At the time of my visit, the pressure tank was 
being operated at a@ pressure @ between 40 and 50 peBeles 
the school authorities being doubtful of the strength of the 
old fixtures under higher pressure. Operation of the tank 
has been quite satisfactory since the air line was repaired. 
The present pressure range will only sorely approximately 
25 PeSels, Gt the top floor of the schoo which is inadequate 
for fire streams.

I was unable to see Boiler Inspector Henry at 
Lethbridge but visited the Boiler Inspector's office at the 
Alberta Public Works in Calgary on July 9th. No one in that 
office could find any regulations governing the installation 
and inspection of pneumatic pressure tanks, However, I was 
informed that they usually inspected such tanks, with internal 
pressure exceeding 50 p.8.i., once every two years, and require 
access to outside and inside for inspection purposes. In order 
to obtain further information on this point, I visited the 
office of the Resident Architect, Dominion bublie Works Depart~- 
ment, and was unable to find any regulations covering instali- 
ation of tic pressure tanks. The Boiler Inspector for 
the Dominion Public Works is stationed in Victoria, B.C. 
I might add that I acquired a copy of the Alberta Boilers Act 
and Regulations and have perused them without finding a 
regulations re installation, access or inspection of su tanks. 


It appears fairly evident that the existing 
installation transgresses no regulations if the upper range 
of operation is kept at 50 p.Seis, nor does it constitute a 
source of danger to the school population. However, it does 
not appear to be good practice to install a pressure tank without 
means of access for inspection and since we have to depend on 
Alberta Government inspection, a tank should be installed accord- 
ing to their requirements. éonsequently I would recommend that 
the existing tank be placed in a concrete lined excavation and 
set on concrete trunnions to raiée it above the floor. 


The proper method of housing the tank would be 
to insert the head through the basement wall as originally 
planned and obtain access to the containing pit by way of the 
basement. It would be necessary to place a fairly heavy beam 
lintel over the opening cut for the tank as a large window 
opening occurs above as shown on the sketch, Heating for 
the tank pit would hardly be ae) if it proves necessary, 
steam and radiation are available. is estimated that the 
tank housing as indicated by red lines on the sketch would cost 
approximately $600.00. 


Under the circumstances there seems to be no 
great necessity for building this housing immediately, and if 
funds are short it could be estimated for from next year's 
appropriation. Any work in connection with the tank should 
be done during the summer vacation period. 


There appears to be no need for the large garage 
building indicated in the contractor's drawings. No good 
gerseee seems to be served by trying to combine this building 
with the tank housing. The large building would require 
demolition of the present work shop and probably necessitate 
its replacement later. 


It is recommended that a building approximately 
22' x 24' with a roof pitching from 8 feet to 6 feet be erected 
4f funds are available. This would house the pump, provide 
storage for two cars, allow retention of the work shop and also 
prevent bloc light from the basement window. School 
authorities state that radiators are available and steam supply 
ample for heating the addition. It is estimated that a structure 
as indicated would cost approximately $800.00.

If the above funds are not available, the 
essential item at this time is heated housing for the pump. 
A shelter 8 feet by 8 feet with a wood floor and steam 
radiator would probably cost $100.00 but could not be used 
as part of a future garage building.

of garage etc., appears to be very reasonable, and he should be 
asked to bid on the revised plans.

Referring to your letter of Sept. 13th (1) it was 
suggested thet the pressure tank be excavated and the concrete 
placed around it, 4s the Boiler Tspector for the Province stated 
that this tank, being buried, violated all Provincial and Dominion 
regudations regarding pressure vessels, and that it would have to 
be excavated to allow periodic inepections. You will recall thet 
Vr. CeR. Cornish, Inspecting Eneineer of Lande and Developements 
Branch inspected this. His memorandum was quoted ia your letter, 
even file of August 9th. He states in this memerandum, that insp- 
sotion is not absolutely obligatory; however, your letter of the 
15th estates that pressure tanke must be placed so that they can be 
inspected from all eurfeces. We certainly do not want to go to this 
extra expense, if the Department “eels the inspection is not necoss= 
ary, and it would be appreciated if we could get a definite ruling 
on this. 


Regarding number 2, the building of a pump house and 4@ 
separate building for car storage would entail more expense than 
the garage=pump house unit of which we forwarded plans. Uowever, 
if the Department feels that because of the fire hazard, the two 
buildings should be constructed, we are certainly agreeakle. Tha 
two car garage can be constructed at a very reasonable cost. It 
49 the excavating end cementing in of the pressure tank which is 
costing the big money in this instance. 


The only buildings that could be used for car storage 
at St. Paul'e School, are sheds situated adjacent to the barns and 
the fire hazard here would be magnified many times. Separate

On Saturday morning I received a hurried letter from 
the Principal of the St. Paul's Hesidentiel School, Cardston, 
stating that the Indian Agent for that particular Reserve had 
received authority to erect a building covering an exposed 
electric water-pump. The cost of the shelter was to be no more 
that $100.00. 


I would like to point out that a perfectly good 
two-car garage was dismantled to allow for room to drill the new 
well . Also, a cheaply constructed building would be very hard 
to heat and there always would be danger of the pumping plant 
freezing up. Since March, when the garage (which also acted as 
a covering for the pump) was dismantled, dust, heat and rain 
have been responsible for unnecessary wear and tear to the moter 
trushes and belting, resulting in a very hesevy bill for power to 
operate the plant. 


On the above mentioned grounds, I would respectfully 
urge that a substantial building be erected to replace the former 
two-car garage. -

We have your letter of the Srd instent regarding the above, 
together with your letter of the 13th instant giving us authority for the 
erection of full basements. In your letter of the 5rd instant you asked 
us to obtain firm terders from local contractors for plumbing, heating, 
eto. In my letter of the 23rd duly when I submitted estimated costs for 
the work at both schools, it was stated that due to the changing prices 
this work would have to be done on a cost plus basis; I have gone to the 
plumbing and heating contractors again and they tell me that it is imposs= 
ible for them to give a firm tender. Costs given in my letter of the 28rd 
July, are outside costs as we have tried to anticipate everything and it is 
recommended that these be taken as a basis for contracting on a cost plus 
basis. 


I agree that the painting of these byildings will have to wait, 
but I do not believe it is wise to get along without the passageways. These 
passageways are the entrance for Plumbing and heating pipes from the existing 
building and prices were figured on this method of heating. Besides this, 
however, this passageway is the only means of traffic from one building to 
the other without the necessity of the children putting on heavy clothing and 
tracking snow and mud into both buildings as they move from, building to the 
other. It is certainly recommended that these passageways be included with the- 


other necessary work. Cr mmemeeaiilin 
wes ee . 


In regard to the heating of these blocks, the Blood R.C. School 
already has a stoker installed, but the St. Paul's School has none. The 
heating contractor recommends that a stoker be supplied to the St. Paul's 
School, this would give both Schools a stoker for the increased capacity.

Before considering Mr. Weston's tender, we would like 
to have the following informetion: 


(1) Why is it Suggested that the pressure tenk should be 
excavated and e concrete basement Placed around it? 


(2) Have you considered the advisability of building a 
pump house and a separate building for car storage? 


With reference to No. (2)-above, we are inclined to 
feel that « separate building for the cars would be better 
than combining it with the pump house. There is always 
& certain denger of fire around «4 building where cars are 
stored and if such occurred in a combined building, it 
might effect the water installation. 


It should be possible to construct a garage for two 
cars at @ very reasonable cost. It has been imtimated by 
some of our officials who have visited the school recently, 
thet there are some vacant buildings thet could easily be 
used for car storage without the necessity of building a 
new garage. 


With the above in mind, we would appreciate it if you 
would reconsider the whole matter very carefulAy and let 
us hear from you again.

Full size basements under each building have been completed 
and the design of the suitable heating system for each block in addition 
to the plumbing connections, is now being carried out by this Division. 


It had been suggested by local authorities and the School 
Trincipals' that a steam line from the residential school boiler vient 
in each school, be carried through the passege anc connected to a heating 
system in the new classroom blocks, Upon investigating the boiler plants, 
it was found that there was no excess capacity in either plent to handle 
any additional load. The boiler plants in eech of the above residential 
schools, are over 25 years old and it is estimated that they may continue 
to function for a period of approximately 5 to 10 yeers before replace~ 
ment will be necessary. 


The individuel heating plants which riginelly served the 
R,C.A.F. blocks, ere not suitable for re-use, they were desiened to 
heat one floor only and with the addition ofa full basement, their cava- 
city is under that which is required.

It wae the Contractor's 
recommendation, before laying the flcor of the basement that, drainage 
tile be put down to prevent heaving; thie we agreed to, and wag done.

On 15th October, 1947, we submitted to you a list of requirements 
at the above school for inclusion in your 1948-49 Estimates and this list 
contained, among others, an estimate of $1,803.10 for labour and materials 
for interior painting. In your letter 103-l=5 (W.T.1) of 23rd October, 
1947, you advised us that this would be given careful consideration when 
your estimates for the fiscal year 1948-49 were being prepared. 


In the anticipation that the above service would be carried out 
during the fiscal year 1948-49, we advised you on 28th August, 1948 (acknow- 
ledged by your 103-1-5 (E.1) of 2lst September, 1948, that only $125.00 
need be provided for interior painting in your 1949-50 estimates. 


The Principal reports that nothing has been done in the matter of 
this interior painting and in describing the interior of the building he 
writes that “never since the School was built in 1924 has it been in such 
@ poor state and run down condition. Every room presents a beggarly ap- 
pearance." 


It is understood that a contractor in Cardston submitted a tender 
for this interior painting to your Mr. Ragan early last summer. 


It is appreciated that you have expended a considerable amount at 
this School during the current fiscal year on new roof, etc. (and in this 
connection it is pointed out that the old leaky roof contributed largely to 
the damage to the interior decoration) but as rooms badly in need of decora- 
tion are unattractive and depressing from the standpoint of staff, pupile 
and the public who may visit the school, it seems most desirable that the 


interior painting required be carried out as early as possible. 


Will you please advise me what you plan on doing in this matter.

In view of the possibility of a new school being 
erected for our Church on the Blood Reserve this year, it 
is a matter of great and urgent importance that the most 
suitable site available should be procured. 


During the early part of January of this year, 
I motored with + Middleton, the Principal of the School, 
and Mr. Faunt, the Indian Agent, over the southern part of 
the Reserve, and examined two sites at the extreme south 
end. As all the Blood Indians, with the exception of a few 
families, are now living on the southern half of the Reserve, 
it seems to me that the new school should be located some - 
where in that area, and in order that farming operations 
may be begun in the Spring, it is important that the site 
should be fixed at ag early a date as possible. 


So far as I myself have considered the question 
of sites, I am of the Opinion that the most suitable place 
for the school would be about from two to three miles south- 
weet of Cardston. Should you, however, consider it advisable 
for a representative of your Department to co-operate with 
& representative of our Society in the matter of locating 
the best site, I shall gladly mate arrangements in thig 
respect upon receipt of a further communication from you.

Since writing you on Nov. 21st, we have made all 
arrangements possible under existing circumstances, for 
commencing the work and are now anxiously waiting for 
instructions that will warrant us in moving men, equi pment 
and materials to the site. 


As partly explained in our letters of Nov. 17th and 
2lst, our tender for the Cardston School was given special 
consideration and a corresponding saving in cost, resultant 
on our just concluding an almost exactly similar contract 
near Bdmonton. This mde for economical handling of plant 
and all of the work generally. 


Our work at Bdmonton is so nearly completed, that we 
wish to make arrangements for removal of plant and surplus 
materials. We expect our representatives will be leaving 
there by Dec. 20th at the latest, possibly earlier. All 
items of work will be complete and we would like to ship 
our plant to Cardston before they leave, otherwise, other 
special arrangements of a more expensive nature will be 
necessary, before it can be lcaded, 


Is it possible for site to be decided on, so that 
our materials may be shipped. Assuming that we load it 
next week, arrangements for its arrival at Cardston about 
the 20th inst. could be made and if the present mild weather 
holds, the excavation at least could be done in readiness 
for an early resumption of work in 1924. 


Several of the quotations given us were based on 
preparing materials during November and December, and before 
next spring. We ourselves, expected to buy and have shipped 
before January lst, al11 the materials except finish flooring 
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D. C. Scott, Baq, Date 8/12/28. 


and plaster. We made these arrangements in order to escape 
the incréased sales tax which becomes effective January lst. 


Another feature in favor of commencing the work 
at once is, that it is a step in the right direction 
towards solving the unemployment problem of the prairie 
provinces. It seems very public news that contract has 
been awarded us and we are constantly receiving applications 
for work. 


We have in the past, gone considerably out of our 
way to try and provide winter work for some of our men 
and to prevent as far as possible, the exodus of our best 
Canadian mechanics to the United States. Our work generally, 
this year, was finished early and some of our best men have 
already gone South. 


To date, we have not received any intimations of a 
withdrawal of price, but some of tne firms with whom we 
expect to deal, are getting uneasy about losing what they 
thought would be a help during the slackness of the winter. 


We are not putting these features before you in any 
fear that we would be unfairly dealt with in adjusting any 
disadvantages that my arise through delay in starting work, 
but merely wish to bring to your notice, how much it would 
be appreciated if the final word to go ahead can be given 
without further loss of time, 


As steted in a former letter, we will gladly assist 
in any way we can toward choosing a site, if it has not been 
decided on by the time you receive this letter. In any case, 
we would like to have word from you by whre if possible, when 
we can go ahead with the placing of orders and the movement 
of plant from *“dmontonto Cardston, and so avoid the building 
up of another organization intead of using the existing one 
at Edmonton, as planned,

Upon returning to Gleichen to-day I found the fol- 
lowing telegram awaiting me:-

Reference your letter 3rd as Mr.Orr will not return to 
Ottawa before end of month please advise me fully as to 
objections to site originally chosen for Blood school and 
reasons for preferring site now recommended. 
; . (Sicned) D.C.Scott. 


Perhaps I should have given the reasons for advising the change of 
site in my letter of the rd inst. and my only reason for not doing 
so was because I thought that, as my superior officer, the report 
would more properly come from Mr.Orr. 

When first shown the site that had been selected 
for the School I noted that the ground fell away in two directions. 
This would entail considerable filling in, and additional concrete. 
The location was on the edge of a series of hills to the West, which 
largely obstructed the view of the mountains. There might also be a 
secpage from melting snow, or heavy rains, coming from the higher 
levels to the West. To the South of the site the surrounding Land 
is very rough and broken with shallow coulees, which would make the 
approach to the School aifficult with loads, and almost impassable 
in the Springtime, owing to the spongy nature of a considerable por 
tion of the land that would have to be travelled over pefore a main 
roadway could be reached. . 

The site had the disadvantage of being from 
one to two miles from @ well-travelled highway, and, I should judges 


about four miles from the railway station and town. Economically, 
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esdbouss be a considerable handicap in the hauling of fuel and 
supplies, and subsequently in the mar keting/the products of the 
School farn. 

Another objection to the site,- 4 sentimental one, if you 
like,- was the consideration that, in putting the School there, we 
would be practically burying it. It would be invisible from the line 
of railway, and would be scarcely noticeable from the trunk roadways. 
In providing this important and beautiful building for the education 
and training of the Indian children, I do not think it was the inten- 
tion to place it practically out of sight of the travelling public. 
Rather, should it not be placed so that all who pass through the dis- 
trict may see the outward and visible evidence of what the Canadian 
Government its doing for its Indian wards? 

When Mr.Orr visited the site I said »ut very little to 
him, as I wanted him to form his own impressions. This he very quickly 
did, with the result that he wired for authority to have the site 
changed. Before doing this, however, we fully consulted with Rev. Mr. 
Middleton, and Mr.Faunt. We desired that any step taken should 
completely unanimous. Mr.Middleton was quick to see the objections to 
the site when they were pointed out to him, and concurred in the decisi 
arrived at. Mr.Faunt said that he had already been of the opinion that 
a more suitable site could readily be found. 


Mr.Faunt then showed us an alternative site he had in 
mind, about one mile N.E. of Cardston on the main highway to Leth- 
bridge. The same amount of land was availabie there as 


as had been voted 
for the use of the School at the first site. No other buildings are 


in the locality, and the School will be entirely free from encroach- 
ment of any kind. Mr.Paunt reports the soil to be fully as good as at 
the first site, and local opinion confirms this. The building will 

face directly on the main highway, and distant about 250 yards from 
same. It will be in full view of passing trains about half a mile away. 
The building will be placed in the centre of a very slight xnoll, with 
a gentie fall away in all directions. There will be plenty of room at 
the rear of the school for the barn and other outbuildings which may 

be needed. I have surveyed the site with an instrument, with special 
attention to drainage facilities and sewage disposal. The School will 
face S.E.by S.almost due South. Mr.Orr planted a stake to mark the 
North East corner of the School, which I have taken as my datum in 
laying out the site. From this stake we have a fall of 15 feet to 

a small dried-up lake ped, which will be the final outlet for the 
sewer, at a distance of 450 feet from the School. The sewage will pass 
through a septic tank and filter ped before being discharged in the 
jake bed, and should then be practically clear water. I will be pleased 


Indian 
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to é.... and submit plans for sewage disposal, to meet the local 
conditions. 

The view fror the new site is superb, and beyond my power 
to adequately describe. There is an uninterrupted view of the Rocky 
Mountains, with their towering peaks piercing the sky.Chief Mountain, 
the largest of them all, seems to stand as a great sentinel in its 
majesty and grandeur. Such a view should tend to develope poets and 
rhilosophers among those privileged to gaze on this stupendous handi- 
work of Nature, the outcome of her birth-throes in the formation of 
our world. ; 

The drilling for water on the new site is now going On, as 
advised in my letter written from Cardston. I have asked the driller 
to send me a wire as soon as water is reached. 1 will then return, and 
set up an engine and pump, and give the well a good test before re- 
vorting the water sup;ly 4s assured. When satisfied on this point I 
will promptly send you a telegram. 1 am hopeful of being able to send 
you this message by about the 15th inst. 

From a contractor's standpoint, the new site will 
be very advantageous. The cost of sand and gravel will be cut in two, 
and a very considerable saving effected in the haulage of all the 
materials. The successful tenderer should make some reduction in con- 
sequence of the lessened haulage charges as compared with the cost 
of haulage to the further site on which the tenders were based. If so 
instructed, I might negotiate wit! the successful tenderer in this 
respect at the time the contract is being let, in the interests of the 
Department. 

Trusting that the foregoing information may be considered 
satisfactory reasons for advising the changing of the School site,

mine in thie respect. Water no doubt could be obtained as easily 
on the site selected by Doctor Westgate and teas it could on 
the site selected by Mr. Orr. 


My main objection is that no school 
should be situated within a mile of town. It means that the 
staff go to town more frequently than they should, It also 
means, and I consider this a more serious objection, that 
every Indian who goes to see his children at the school will 
go to town. Another objection to the, school being so close 
to town is that people will visit it.all hours and at all times 
which is not in the interest of the work. 


I am a little disappointed that I 
was not coneulted before this change was made. I certainly

If he has it means prolonging the work and adding extras 
as he succeeded in doing very successfully on the Blackfoot 
Reserve in connection with the work he had charge of, I 
would not call him a practical mean, he may know something of 
building but he does not know much of finance or cost.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
llth inet.,with accompanying plan, on the above subject, and have very 
carefully noted the instructions centained therein. 

I immediately communicated with the Reverend Prin- 

Middleten, and with the Building Inspector, Mr,Gardner 

the three of us spent part of yesterday and all day te-day 
going over the ground, We explpred the entire area indicated by the 
curved red line on the plan, keeping particularly in mind the special 
features mentioned in your letter, viz. nearness to railway where @ 
siding might be put in, distance from a main road, distance from the 
river, distance from Agency buildings, drainage facilities, and water 
supply. 

We were unable to find @ suitable site within the marked area 
Starting at the South end of said area the land was generally low 
lying, and would be very wet and boggy during the Spring monthe, Ae 
we travelled farther North we came to better land, but there did not 
seem to be any really good sites, the country there being generally 
level without any suitable outlet for drainage. Also we were getting 
farther and farther from the railway. At the North end of the marked 
area the land became rougher, in which lecality the drifting snow 
makes deep snow-fields, We would be then far from the main reads and 
cut off from railway facilities, To get te the nearest railway sta- 
tion it would be necessary to travel ever heavy hilis and ferd the 
St.Mary's river to Raley, a distance of four or five miles. 

Having failed to find a site within the suggested 
area that we could conscientiously recommend for your apprevel, we 
proceeded South of the marked area. Here we met with better land 
again, and, at the point indicated on the pian, we came upon # site 
which seemed to meet with all the required conditions. Here we have 
hundreds of acres of excellent black loam soil gently sloping South 
Easterly towards the river, The sneol could be placed about 200 yds. 
from the edge of this table land ‘where there is a moderate drop of 
about 50 feet to a meadow -like depression below. At the head of this 
natural meadow is a running spring which would provide water for 
stock the year reund, The drainage conditions for the school could 
scarcely be better. 

Te school building, if erected on this site, 
would command a magnificent view of the mountains and of the river. 
It would be plainly in view of passing trains nalf a mile away, and 
would be distinctly seen from the main trunk read one and one half 
miles distant, There is also a@ good existing trail from the proposed 
site to the main highway, While possessing the advantages of easy 
accessibility, the school , if placed here, would be peculiarly well 
secluded and entirely apart by itself, and weuld, I pelieve, fully 
meet with the honourable Minister's approval in this respect. It 
would be distant by read from Cardston lees than five miles, and frem 
the Agency buildings about three miles, There is @ suitable place on 
the railway line fer a siding half a mile away. This weuld be eof 
unteld advantage to the school, and would also preve advantageous for 
the Agency. The building ceuld be best placed te face due Seuth. This 
would give it the exposure desired by the Architect, The approach te re 
the school would be a gentle ascent, and the conditiens weuld be “4 
favourable fer the planting of trees and the beautifying ef the 
greunds. 

I might mentien, Sir, that in expressing the foregoing views 
and recommendations I am in full accerd and harmony with the Rev.Mr. 
Middleten and Mr.Gardner Smith, and the views herein expressed may 
therefore be deemed to be the unanimeus conclusions ef the three of

I have your letter of the 10th.inst.,regarding 
land to erop this year for sahool purposes. Am I to under- 
etand from your letter that you are going to use the 014 school 
farm for cropping this year? Why do you do this, is it not a 
very long haul for green feed f 


I do not suppose you will thresh any grain up there. It seems to 
me the expense would be tremendous. I am quite willing to let 
iy have eighty acres of land where it can be had for a year; but 
am not prepared to take thie off the Cardston Farming Company's 
land. I have already seht them the lease and they have no doubt 
@ignea it. I am writing to Mr.Paunt,and asking him if he would 
try and secure for you a piece of land,so that you could grow gree 
feed for this year only. I would not attempt to grow anything 
else but green feed at present. 


I am quite prepared to ask the Department to allow you four work 
horges,and this is all I will recommend: with all the horses you 
have now,! think this is ae many as you will require. We do not 
want you to farm more tham a half section at any one tiie, and eig 
eight horses will be sufficient to do this. 


The department are not prepared at all to grant half of the arti- 
oles pn for in your liet. fThis,however,has been submit- 
ted to them . 


What I propose doing now is, to see that you get a four horse team 
and plough. You can arrange to have the man you speak of go down 
and plough your land and look after the team where the buildings 
are to be erected. It is only with this understanding I would 

buy a team at all. When I get the necessary authprity I will wire 
thr agent,so thet he can give you instrucgfions what to do.

The question of the amount of land 
to be set apart for the new Blood School is an important 
one; and now that the site appears to have been fixed and 
the building operations begun, it will be to our advantage 
to have it settled as soon as possible. 


On the last of the enclosed sheets you will find the area 
suggested by Mr.Middleton. This is quite in keeping with 
the recommendation made in my report on my visit to this 


Blood School in May 1923 (P.5,sece4) and adopted by the Com- 
mission at their meeting held on May 29,1923 (see Page 1 
under Reports). 


The enclosed copies of correspondence will help you to under- 
stand some of the problems which are confronting us in that 
quarter. “hen the site was selected last May,the Commissioner 
expressed a readiness to recommend that we be given the seco - 
tions of land now mentioned; and was prepared to go so far as 
to have leases cancelled in order that we might have possession 
the sooner. I am doubtful however,whether that same good-will 
towards us still exists . The land we are requesting the 
Department to give us is exceptiomally good, and as the Agent 
has been using part of it for what they call the "greater pro- 
duction" purposes, he appears reluctant to let it go. We 
should ,however,press for it; and it is for this reason that I 
am forwarding the enclosed copies in order that you may fully 
understand the situagion before approaching the authorities 

at Ottawa. 
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When we have the land assigned to ug,we will be in a posi- 
tion to grow any grain or fodder we may wish,and the Commis 
sioner's suggestzons will be followed out just as far as 
they coincide with our own intentions.

Two years have gassed since this was 
first taken up, and the Indian still reigns 
supreme on the school land. His stock roam 
over the school property at leisure, and this 
naturally produces constant friction".

With further reference to our correspvond- 
ence regarding the grading of the two miles of road leading 
from the main highway up to the school. Since receiving 
your letter of last December 27th. have interviewed Mr.

Replying to your letter of May 4th, in which you 

state-- 

" the Department advises that in view of the fact 
that Ray and Madeline Cross Child, are bappised 
Roman Cathdlics, and that their father is a 
recognised Catholic, that the Department is not 
prepared to approve of their admission to the 
St. Paul's School." 


May I call your attention to the following points;- 


1. The parents of the above named children are Anglicans. 
The mother was baptised and Confirmed in the 

Anglican Church, and is a graduate of this school. The father 

was publicly admitted into membership of the Anglican Church at 

an open service on September 13th, 1925. He subsequently 

deserted his wife and had the children baptised by the Roman 

priest, much against the wishes of the mother. 


2. Under date of October 16th, 1922, a Departmental 
letter was issued which states as follows- 
“ 
A Protestant child means a child of parents who are 
Protestants; and a Roman Catholic child is one who 
has been baptised as a Roman Oatholic, or is born of 
Catholic varents; but the father has a right to 
direct and regulate the religious faith in which his 
child shall be brought up, and that his wishes must 
be regarded unless there is some strong reason for 
disregarding them. In accordance with this view if 
ea Protestant parent wishes his child placed ina 
Roman Catholic school and brought up in the Roman 
Catholic religion, or a@ Roman Jatholic parent his 
child in a Protestant School and brought up in the 
Protestant religipn, he may do so, but for the 
protection of the “epartment, we demand in such cases 
an affidavit to that effect by the father.Such affidavit 
must be made before a justice of peace, Indian Agent, or 
other person authorised to take affidavits, and the 
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person who takes such affidavit must certify that the 
statements set forth in the affidavit were read over 

or interpreted and explained to the deponent, who 
thoroughly understood the same. In cases of bona fide 
adoption, the religion and wishes of the foster father will 
be recognised by the Department ! 


On February 16th, 1934, all the points indicated 
above regarding the wishes of the father and the foster-father 
were duly signed and attested in @ sworn affidavit, made by the 
father in the presence of Mr. Indian Agent Pugh. J.P. Such 
answered every qualification jemanded by the Department, and 
clearly stated the wishes of the parties concerned. 


36 James Low Horn, the foster-father of these two 
children, has been duly informed of the present ruling 
to the effect that their admission to this School has 

not been approved by the Department. He naturally asks " WHY"?, 

and states his reasons on the following grounds. 

When the boy Ray Cross Child was ohe month old he was 
handed over to Mr. and Mrs. Low Horn, by the parents, to be 
orought up as their own child. When the girl was one year 
old she was likewise given to the Low Horns! to be brought up 
in @ similar manner. The parents in each case severing all 
rights of their children. J. L. Horn has supported these two 
children.entirely and no support whatever has been given by 
Cross Satd--the father. 


The Low Horns are Anglicans----the Oross Childs are 
Anglicans. Then for what reason, in view of what is stated 


above, are these two children refused admittance to the 
Anglican School. ?.

I was vleased to receive yours of the 15th, inst, 
torether with the Oirculer letter, addressed to all residential 
schools. May I answer the last paragraph of your letter first. 


Am convinced. after many years of hard and 
laborious work amonest Indians, esvecially the Bloods, that any 
education imparted ( higher or otherwise ) is more than 
justified, by the future votentie& results. To be specific;- 


From sixteen to eighteen years is the most plastic and 
impressionable age of an Indian student. It is during this veriod 
that character can be produced. Up to 14-16 years, all that is 
dome remains very much in the embryonic stage and the discharge 
of a student at that age, with the expectation of satisfactory 
and abiding results, is very speculative indeed. Case after case 
could be cited where parents have insisted that their children 
leave school, for farming and other purposes, where the result 
obtained has been of a very mediocre tyne, as 4 matter of fact, 
the average type of an Indian, showing no indiaction of the 
education received. 


There however, the extra two years have been spent in school. under 


discipline and suvervision, the results have been 80 favourable, 
that same have been remarked upon by both Indian Agent and 


Insvector, that I would fain urge that the age of leaving 
School be extended to eighteen years. 


The most striking cases amongst the Bloods, and 
the men and women whdare the recognised vrogressives on the 
Reserve, are those who, while, not having attained a definite 
high academic standing, remained in school until they were at 
least eighteen years of are. The extra one or two years in 
school is the most eventful veriod of an Indian's education. 

A foundation has been laid during the earlier years , but during 
this time there is always that anneal to the develonment of 
personality, which is impossible in the earlier stares. My 
experience has taught me that it is advisable to leave an open 
door for the Indian's educational evelopment, for many, yea, 
too many, have no aspiration or ambition to proceed beyond the 
official requirements, but the few who are enthused with the 

zeal for definite vrorress, should be riven every encouracement 
to attain their desire. 
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At least, such has been my exverience, anda the results 
under this system, must I am sure, be well known to you. 


I do most strongly and sympathetically avpesl for 

a continuance of higher education. Such is the only salvation 
for en Indian, where he may attain 4 standing with his white 
prother, and the hove of future citizenship.

In view of this in- 
formation, you were informed in official letter of April 24th, 
last, that the Department was not graganes to approve their 
admission to the St. Paul's School. n this regard, I may point 
out that the Department considers that it is in the best interests 
of all parties concerned to adhere as strictly as possible to the 
intention of Section 10 (2) of the Indian Act. 


When your letter of May 16th, anon letter which 
Reverend Mr. Middleton had sent to you, was received, it was 
noted that he claimed that the parents of the children are 
Anglicans. As this statement was absolutely different from the 
statement made in your letter of April 10th and as you did not 
make any comment on Mr. Middleton's letter, the Department pre- 
sumed that you did not agree with his contention regarding the 
religious affiliation of the parents. It was, therefore, con- 
sidered unnecessary to reply to Fr letter as the Degeasaent had 
already given ite decision in cial letter of April 24th. 

I would, therefore, appreciate your n informing the 
Principal of the St. Paul's Seheol that the children should be 
dis at once.

" I wish to advise that the Department 
have again requested that Ray and Madeline 
Cross Child be discharged at once ". 


This is tn reply to my letter wherein it was stated that 
every statute, edict, regulation and ruling, officially 
required by the Vepartment, concerning these children had 
2een legitimately and adequately fulfilled No reason was 
given why these children should not be admitted to the 
Anglican School . If however, the fact that they were 
aptised by the Roman Church, acts as a hindrance to their 
admittance, then + mst of necessity, in order to sefecuard 
our Anglican position, seek that a similar privilege be 
extended to the Anglicans. 


It would appear from recent mabbapéngs, that an Anglican has 

the right to place his children in the Roman School, but 

when & Roman Catholic desires to have his children admitted 

to the _Ang}ican School, his wish is not granted, thus 

mai‘ ting in no small measure against the recruitin for 
he hagiisen School.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 17th instant, with regard to the admission of children 
to Indian residential schools. 


I note that you refer to a boy named Bernard 
Weasel Fat who, you state, has been placed in the Blood Resi- 
dential School. No application for a boy of this name has been 
submitted to the Department and I am writing Mr. Indian Agent 
Pugh today to give us full particulars. 


Regarding the application for the admission of 
Ray and Madeline Cross Child to the St. Paul's Indian Residential 
School, when this was first received the Indian Agent was re- 
quested to obtain full information and forward same for the 
Department's consideration. The report that we received showed 
that these two children were baptized as Roman Catholics and that 
their father is recognized as a Roman Catholic. The intention of 
the Indian Act is that Roman Catholic children should be placed 
in schools conducted under the auspices of that Church and 
Protestant children placed in schools conducted under Protestant 
auspices. The Department considers that it is in the best 
interests of all parties concerned to adhere as strictly as 
possible to the intention of the Act. Consequently, Mr. Pugh 
was informed that we are not prepared to approve the admission 
of the two children mentioned above to the St. Paul's Indian 
Residential School. 


Permit me to point out that, last November, the 
Department received an application for the admission of William 
Rabbit to the Blood Residential School. In this case, also, Mr. 
Pugh was requested to forward full information for our considera- 
tion. The report indicated that, although there was also an 
assumed adoption, the father of the boy is recognized as a 
Protestant and, consequently, the Indian Agent was instructed to 
inform the Principal of the Blood School that the Department was 
not prepared to approve of his admission. 


In view of the information given in this letter, 
you will see that the Department has acted feirly in both cases. 
I regret that you question our good faith in considering cases 
such as the above. Such action on your part is not conducive to 
the mutual good will and understanding which should exist between 
the Department and its Principals.

With reference to these applications, Mr. Agent 
Pugh, in his letter of April 10th, 1934, states:- 


“I am submitting a sworn statement of Billy 
Cross Child, the father of the children in question. 
As will be noted, Billy Cross Child is a Catholic, 
and both children have been baptized into the R. C. 
Faith. James Low Horn has exercised parental 
control of the children for a year or more, as 
Cross Child and his wife parted, and Low Horn took 
charge of these two children." 


Reverend Canon Middleton, in a letter dated 
February 2nd, 1935, writes, as follows, regarding the above 
children:- 


“May I once again state and reiterate without 
prejudice that both mother and father of the two 
Cross Child children are Anglicans. 


“The mother is a baptized and confirmed member 
of our Church and is also a graduate of this School. 
The father - Cross Child - cf his own free will and 
accord, was received into the Anglican Church at a 
public service on September 5, 1925. The baptismal 
record of this admission has been presented to Mr. 
Je Ee Pugh. 


“Further - on September 14th, 1925 - Cross 
Child - Anglican - was married in the Anglican Church 
to Lizzie S. Alone - Anglican - who is now the mother 
of the two children in question. Subsequently, against 
the wishes of his wife, the father took his two child- 
ren and had them baptized by the Roman priest. Since 
a few months after the birth of the youngest child, 
Crosse Child has not lived with his wife, nor given 
any support whatever towards his children. They were 
adopted by James and Mrs. Low Horn - Anglicans - who 
have brought them up as their own children. They now 
desire to place the children of Anglican parents in the 
Anglican School and in consequence obtained the father's 
written consent (which has been submitted to you) to 
place the children in this School ."

The Coprenent is in receipt of your 402-4C of the 13th 
instant, with erence to the petition recently forwarded by the 
Blood Indians. 


In deciding te allow two months’ holidays at Indian 
residential schools, the Department desired te bring the holiday 
period at this clase of schools in conformity with Indian day schools 
and with the general procedure adopted in the case of White schools. 


For many reasons that will, neo doubt, est themselves to 
you, the % has always felt that it was inadvisable to allow 
holiday leave at Christmastime and short term leave during other 
perieds of the year. For this reason, goregregh 2 was inserted in 
circular letter of March 30th, 1937. or your information, I may 
add that the various Chmureh officials were consulted previous to the 


issuance of the circular letter just mentioned and they expressed 
their concurrence. 


It is noted from your letter that it has been the practice 
for many years to allow certain holidays at both the residential 
schools on the Blood Reserve and the Department does not wish to make 
any change in this regard, provided the Inspector of Indian Agencies, 
yourself, the Principals of the schools and the ents feel that it 
is advisable to continue this practice. Please discuss thie matter 
further and make a definite recommendation regarding what holidays 
over and above the two months annual leave you consider should be 
allowed the pupils at the twe schools on the Blood Reserve. In 
making such & recommendation, you should estate distinctly the duration 
of these special holidays in order that all parties concerned may have 
& definite understanding regarding then.

This I politely informed the Council, was not at the time 
quite a right policy to follow, in that it wae an instruction 
that should have have the support of both Indian Agent and 
Council, being an instruction from the Department, I further 
stated that individually of course, that it was a matter for 
their own conscience, 

One of the Indians, Ben Strangling Wolf, in- 
terviewed me in my office, and stated that they were 
circulating a petition, and said that he felt it was only 
right that I should be made aware of the fact that they 
intended sending this to the Department, instead of doing so 
behind my back, 

As far ag my information goes, the objection 
seams to be that the instructions in the circular gill cancel

I wish to approach a matter that is con 
sidered by the yriter, one in which a mutual understanding 
would be beneficial to all concerned in its relationship 
to the conduct of the Agency, Reserve and Indians alike. 


Thie subject matter is that of recruiting 
children to the respective schools. The writer appreciates 
that both Churches have their separate and distinct functions, 
but one feels that the ultimate objects, hopeful of attainm,nt , 
are those of granting to the Indians soulful good, repose and 
education, 

With that tantamount in mind, coupled with 
a desire to a fuller oo-operation of the forces for good that 
we consider exist on the reserve, I desire to ascertain if 
you would in conjunction with the Principal of our other 
school, consider establishing a line of demarcation, 


This would entail, if considered, the 
listing of Indians of your faith and then those of a mixed 
marriage, and then a conclave between Principals and assisting 
Principals with the Indian Agent, to reach agreement in the 
matter. 

This is suggested to you in good faith, 
only with a view of creating a leadership to the Indiens, that 
might be convincingly apparent to them that our services are 
for their good as an equitable whole.

Dear Mr. Pugh:- 


I have been informed that Bob Sorrel Horse 
and Violer Creighton, whom I married by license in this 
Church on April 9 1928, have recently undergone 4 similar 
ceremony in the Roman Church of the Reserve. The act wwas 
performed by the resident Roman priest. 


I have written to Edmonton seeking information from 
the Registrar as to whether they accept the official 
registration of this re-marriege. Will write you again 
regarding this. 


You are well acquainted with the ante-cedent causes 
which Jed this couple to take so precipitate an action, The 
sum total, as you have gleaned from their many interviews 
is simply due to personal ppite and pique against an 
{#fluential Indian family and is in,no way attributed to 
myself personally or the Church 


The point I eish to bring to your attention is that 
this couple are Anglican and were legally married in their 
own Church.(B ob Sorrel Horse was originally a Roman, but 
has officially renounced Rome, and was publicay received into 
the Anglican Church prior to his marriage.). I have baptised 
all their children and two are now students in this School. 


May I further state, that the Roman marriage eannet 
Be legally recognised, as such is contrary to statutery 
law. 


Further, if on the grounds, that this couple may now 
term themselves as Romans, and that they make any applécation 
to have their children trandfered from this School to the 
Roman Institution, I hasten to state that such action will 
be officially protested, first in the interests of the 
family itself, as it is quite possible that in the mear 
future the parents may reverse their untimely act and return 
ta their former allegiance, and second, it would tend to create 
and esstablish a system of vicious intimidation which would 
be detrimental to the best interests and future harmony of 
the Blood Indians.

Replying to yours of the 14th, inst, 
regarding " Brown Day Chief ", This 1s the boy whom 
you and I have discussed on Many occasions, He was 
first signed in this School by his father * Brown !! 
Ronald Day Chief who has custody of the boy, objected 
to bringing the boy to school unless he was assured of 
guardianship by signing the Application Form for 
Admitéance himself, 


On May 31st, 1938 Day Chief made 
formal application in person, ahd the form wac duly 
witnessed by ' Joe Chief Rody,! Day Chief stated he 
would bring the boy to school after the summer holidays, 
He failed to do so, which as mentioned above, has 
brought about many discussions regarding the manner 
he was adopting, I have Suggested, as you will recall, 
having a warrant issued, Dozen of times I have requested 
that he be brought to School, but alwaye met with 
the same excuse, ' wait till after the holidays - after 
spring - after Treaty ~ after sickness! and infintum, 
At last I managed to nersuait Day Chief to bring the 
boy before Christmas; to this he reluctantly agreed, 
Nevertheless, the moment the festivities were over, 
he came along and asked that he take the boy to town, 
and would bring hlm back, 


Again - he failed to do so. Week after 
week, we have visited his home in rder to have the 
boy return to School, untilat last he fave it out 
that he was being ' annoyed ! by our persistent 
visitations, He was then given a definite time limit 
in which to return the child, He then used this time 
limit by placing the boy in the Roman School, simply 
an act of sheer defiance, "Brown Day Chief" is 
& recognised studnet of this school, May we anticipate 
his speedy return ,

To make this correspondence clear, I may say 
that it came to my attention that this boy "Brown Day Chief" 
whose father is Brown Chief Calf, or Fair, Treaty No, 127, 
Blood Band, was taken into the Blood R,C,School this month, 
and aw application dated Februery 8th is attached herewith, 
On receipt of this information, February 14th, I phoned the 
Rev. Principal of the Blood R,C,School and requested that the 
boy be sent home, as he was an “admitted pupil" of the Ang- 
lican School. This was confirmed in writing. Rongld Day Chief, 
who took Brown Chief Calf'sa wife and this child in one of 
the marital disputes of this Agency, then filed complaint as- 
per the correspondence attached, 


I then took the matter up with the Rev, Prin- 
cipal of the Anglican School as to attendance, and his 
correspondence is also attached, and the Principal of that 
school informs that the boy in question only attended for a 
few days at Christmas week end 1939, The Principal also states 
that the boy was examined by a Doctor, as shown on the form 
of application, on the 14th of June,1938, at 3 PM, This 
Doctor being Dr, Hurtig, who was at that time in temporary 
partnership with Dr, J,K,Mulloy, the Medical Officer for the 
Reserve at that time, 


It will be noted that Ronald Day Chief is not 
the father, but iW assuming marital relationship with Brown 
Chief Calf, or Fair's wife, he is exercising control of the 
child, Brown Chief Calf, the father, took another woman and 
children, but is at present in the U,S.A, 


The boy is now at the home of Ronald Day Chief, 
and if the Department rule that he is an admitted pupil of 
the St. Psul's Anglican School, it is now obvious that only 
a truancy notice will cause the child to be pleced in school, 
and then undoubtedly we shall have difficulty, in view of the 
manner in which the whole matter has occurred,

I am in receipt of your letter of the llth 
instant with reference to Brown Day Chief, pupil 
No. 264, of the St. Paul's Indian Residential School. 
I am also in receipt of a letter from the Principal 
of the Blood Residential School requesting the boy's 
admission to that school and submitting a letter from 
Ronald Day Chief dated February 14, 1940, which reads 
as follows: 


"I Ronald Day Chief do hereby testify that I 
have never taken my child to St. Paul's School; he has 
never been examined by a doctor and therefore I con- 
sider the first application that I have made to have 
the child admitted in St. Paul's School as void and nul. 
I want my boy to be admitted in St. Mary's School. I 
have signed the papers and he has now and for the first 
time been examined by the doctor.” 


An application for the admission of Brown Day 
Chief to the St. Paul's Anglican Residential School was 
forwarded to the Department under cover of your letter 
of August 30, 1938. The application form stated that 
the boy was an Anglican and the Medical form indicates 
that he was examined on June 14, 1938, by Dr. A. Hurlig. 
The application was approved by yourself and under these 
circumstances it is difficult to understand why Ronald 
Day Chief now states that the boy was not previously 
examined by a Medical Officer. 


I have also reviewed the copies of the letters 
which you received from the Principal of the St. Paul's 
Residential School in connection with this boy. Mr. 
Middleton's letter of February 20 is not very clear

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put it might be inferred from this letter that the boy 
only attended the St. Paul's School for a short time 
previous to Christmas, 1939. However, in reviewing the 
quarterly returns submitted by the St. Paul's School it 
is found that on the return for the quarter ended June 
30, 1938, Mr. Middleton showed this boy as having entered 
the school on May 31, 1938, and on that return requested 
grant for him for 30 days. Subsequent returns received 
from this school also showed the name of this boy and 
grant was requested for him as follows:

If, as stated above, our inference from the 
principal's letter is correct, namely, that the boy has 
only been in the school for a short time in December, 1939, 
the Department cannot understand why the Reverend Principal 
of this school has requested grant for him every quarter 
since the application was first submitted for our consideration. 
I may add that the average attendance for the quarters ended 
June 30, 1938, September 30, 1938 and September 30, 1959, 
was larger than the authorized enrolment and consequently 
the inclusion of his name on those three quarters did not 
affect the amount of grant paid but if the boy was not in 
the school during the other four quarters shown above an 
overpayment has been made. 


I should appreciate it if you would again discuss 
this phase of the matter with the Reverend Principal and 
let me have definite information regarding this boy as if 
he was not present in the school it will be necessary to 
make a deduction from the March quarter grant. I hope there 
are no other children in this category shown on the return 
from the St. Paul's School. You should again point out to 
the Principal that grant should not be requested for any 
pupil during the time such pupil 4s absent from a residential 
school. 
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As mentioned above the original application 
submitted with your letter of August 30, 1935, stated 
that this boy was an Anglican. Is he still recognized 
as a member of that Church? 


hen you reply to this letter further con- 
sideration will be given to what action should be taken 
regarding him.

conditionally baptized into the Roman “Setholic Feith, 


In regard to the statement regarding the 
Black Plume family, I wish to state that in our register 
of Births Deaths and Marriages, there appears the recice 
tration of the marriage of Bob Black Plume and Stsie 
Tough Bread at the Blood R,C,Church on the 18th» August, 
1935, by the Rev, Father Ruaux, 


Bob Black Plume was questioned by the 
writer in regard to his religions affiliation and he 
informed me that he was now practising the Roman Catholic 
Faith, 

The reference here is in regard to the 
recent application of Cecille Black Plume, dated December 
29th,1939, under cover of my letter No. 402-11R.06, of 
March 15th,1940, pending decision, 


It is sugested that the transference of 
religious affiliations by Indians render echool admissions 
1ifficult of solution, and is a conversion principle over 
which an Agent hae no control, and if a Princinal offers 
an application for admission and the religion is shown as 
belonging to that perticular religious affiliation on the 
application form, it is then apparent that re-baptism or 
change of affiliation in religion has taken place, 


Any interference by an Agent in religious 
matters of this kind is open to criticiem, and while the 
Indian Act does contain Sec, 10 ss2, regarding religious 
affiliation, the interpretation is surmounted by transfer— 
ence as stated above,

Principal phoned me at the time, seeking to use truancy

Dear Sir: 


I have for acknowledement your letter of 
the 10th instant and also a letter relating to the above 
noted subject, received by you from the Principal of the 
St. Paul's residential school. 


The officials here are greatly disturbed by 
Canon Middleton's statement to you, which reads: - 


"Jim Healy did not sign this application 
form himself. Of this I am fully aware because 
I signed the form myself et the personal recuest 
of Mrs. Jim Healy, in the same manner that I have 
signed dozens and dozens in the past, ovine to the 
confidence that has been developed between church 
and people throuzh many years of service. “hen 
Mrs. Healy brought the girl to school last autumn, 
I asked her to sign the application form as a 
matter of course. She replied that Jim, her husband, 
would be visiting the school durinz the next month 
or so and would then sign his name. I informed her 
that no grant could be obtained until the child was 
officially signed in and would it be satisfactory 
if I signed on his behalf. To this she cave an 
affirmative reply without any further thought. 


On that authority I signed the form, which 
was ouite orthodox and legitimate, because we both 
know that with this particular couple the husband 
always carries out his wife's orders, and asked 
F. G. Striker, as he happened to be in the office 
a short time later, to affix his signature, which 
was done without further question", 


Am I to understand that the Principal of the 
St. Paul's School not only signed Healy's name in the 
absence of Healy but also asked a@ man named Striker, who 
visited the office later, to sign a document which reads: - 


"I hereby certify that the above applic- 
ation for admission has been read over and inter- 
preted to the parent or guardian and that the 
contents were understood by him or her and that 
I witnessed his or her signature to this document". 


The Principal states that this procedure in his judgment 
was orthodox and legitimate. Let me state very frankly 


that in - 
Mr. J. E. Pugh, 


Indian Agent, 
Cardston, Alberta. 
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that in the judgment of the Department his action was 
neither legal, orthodox nor legitimate and that this 
Department is not prepared to co-operate with a 
principal who follows this procedure in the enrolment 
of pupils at his school. May I point out further that 
if other applications have been sent in, signed by 

the Principal rather than by the parent in each case, 
these application forms, in the judgment of the Depart- 
ment, are null and void and that new application forms 
should be sent in at once. 


It should be comparatively easy for you to 
G@etermine the relicious status of Elizabeth Healy. If 
the parents of this pupil have left the Anglican Church 
and have become Roman Catholics, you shovld receive from 
the father, in writing, 4 statement to this efiect, and 
vou should also receive a statement in writing from the 
Priest of the Roman Catholic Church which he is now 
attending to the effect that the parents of this pupil 
have joined the Roman Catholic Church and are at this 
date members of that church. If, on the other hand, the 
parents of the pupil ere still Anzlicans, steps should 
be taken to have this pupil reeularly enrolled at the 
St. Paul's School. 


I am exceedingly anxious that you should 
discuss very fully and very frankly with the Principal 
not only the case of Elizabeth Healy but the <eneral 
practice which appears to have been followed at the St. 
Paul's School in the enrolment of pupils. If the proper 
care were exercised by the principals in a creat many of 
these cases, disputes that arise from time to time could 
in my judgment be easily avoicecd. It has always seemed 
to me regrettable that so much of the agent's time is 
taken up in dealinz with the relicious stetus of certain 
pupils seeking enrolment at residential schools.

Dear Sir: 


I have your letter of the 10th instant 
reporting the number of children who have not 
returned to the Blood and St. Paul's Residential 
Schools following the summer holidays. 


The number who have not returned to the St. 
Paul's School is surprisingly large. what efforts 
are made by the school management to induce the 
pupils to return promptly upon the expiry of their 
leave? This is not the first time that this con- 
dition has prevailed and it is my intention to take 
up the matter with the officers of the M.S.C.C. 
fhe apparent lack of co-operation between the 
management of the St. Paul's School and the Indian 
parents whose children should attend the school 
makes it necessary for the Department to seriously 
consider keeping the school closed during September 
each year. In this event the school would lose the 
grant for that month. 


We are not prepared to authorize the issuing 
of truant notices as it is considered that if the 
management of the school displayed the interest that 
is expected from them the number of pupils who do 
not return promptly after the holidays would be 
negligible.

During my recent visit to Ottawa (September 18th) 

my attention was directed by officers of the Indian Affairs 
Branch of Government to a case where one of your number 
had signed the name of an Indian parent on the official 
application form for the admission of this Indian’s child 
to the school over which he presides, instead of having 

the form signed by the Indian parent himself, and I am 
writing this letter for the specific purpose of preventing 
any similar action being taken by any of you in future. 


When all the facts are known in connexion with the 
particular case to which my attention was directed, it may 
appear that this Principal signed the Indian parent's name, 
either at the request of the Tndian himself, or that of his 
wife, or for some other reason which seemed to him to 
justify his doing S80. 


{The fact remains, hovever, that, according to the ruling 
of the Indian Affairs Branch of Government, all such applications 
must be signed by the Indian parent, and it is the earnest 
desire of our Commission that this ruling be, at all times, 
strictly observed by you- Should any exceptional circumstances 
arise in connexion with any particular case, you should confer 
with the Government's local representative in the person of ° 
the Indian Agent, and ask him to deal with the sam6>o

Dear Doctor Westgate: 


I have your letter of the 4th instant 
enclosing copy of letter which you recently issued 
to the Principals of the schools conducted under 
the auspices of the M.S.C.C. pointing out to them 
the necessity of having the official application 
form for the edmission of an Indian child to a 
residential school signed by the Indian parent 
himself. 


There is no clause in the Indian Act 
requiring application forms to be signed by the 
parent nor has any special regulation been issued 
in this regard. 


However, I would point out that the 
application form is directed to the Director of 
Indian affairs and requires the signature of the 
father. The importance of securing this is 
emphasized by the following notation appearing on 
the application form: 


"If mother or guardian signs Agent must 
forward full explanatory note."

I have for acknowledzment your letter of 
October 11 and also copies of certain correspondence 
relating to the enrolment of pupils at the St. Paul's 
Indian Residential School, Blood feserve, Alberta, 
attached thereto. 


I desire to thank you for your courtesy in 
sending forware this information so promptly. I am 
particularly interested in Canon Mi‘dleton's assurance 
in his letter to you of September 7, which reads:- 


"You may rest assured thet no anplic- 
ation form vill in future he submitted without 
the personal signature of the father or guercian 
indicated, even though we may have to wait 
many months for the sanction of the grant". 


The Department is preparec to accept this 
assurance and the officials here can see no reason why 
any delay shoulc result in the enrolment of pupils by 
following this procedure. There is nothing on file here 
to indicate that delays in this connection occur at other 
residential schools where the regular procecure has been 
followed for years. 


Your remarks with respect to the unsatisfactory 
attendance at the St. Paul's School, particularly during 
the month of September, are under consideration by the 
officials of the Training Division. In view of the 
existing conditions on this reserve, it might be advisable 
to revert to the policy in force a few years ago. [t is 
our intention to communicate with the Indian Avent in 
respect to this matter.

With further reference to your letter of the 
18th ult., Noe 103-1-10, and my eo to the same 
on the 4th inst., I beg to state that I wrote to the 
Principal of our St. Paul's School on the Blood Reserve, 
(Rev. Canon Middleton) on the 23rd ult., and have 
received his reply. Gopies of both letters are en=- 
closed herewithe 


Although your letter of the 18th ult. dealt only 
with the question of the enrolment of Elizabeth Healy 
at our St. Paul's School, you will note that in my 
letter to the Rev. Principal Middleton I also directed 
his attention to the delay on the part of pupils in 
returning to the School after the summer holidays, and 
this will explain why he has dealt, at some length, 
with this question in the early part of his lettere 


It would appear from the Principal's letter thet 
*the system which had been evolved" and which he states 
was very effective, and produced splendid results" 
was not followed either last year or this Il and as the 
system mentioned would seem to be in keeping with Section 10 
of the indian Act, our Commission would su est that your 
Department's local representative be requested to give 
the principal some further assistance 4n the matter of 


paving the upile return promptly, than he appears to 
have done during the last two yearse 
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With regard to the enrolment of the Indien girl EL eth 
Healy at St. Paul's School, I beg to state that our Pi Rey 
@ meeting held on the 8th inst., after hearing and carefully con- 
sidering the correspondence you so kindly forwarded to me in this 
connexion, along with the letter I addressed to the Principal, and 
his reply, instructed me to thank your Department for bringing to 
their attention the case of this Indian girl, and to express fneir 
regret that the signing of the official epplication form by the 
Principal on behalf of the Indian parent, instead of having the 
parent sign it himself, was not in conformity with the Department's 
regulations. 


I was also instructed to ask your Department to accept 
the Principals statements (a) that the action he took in this. ease 
was one “of good faith", and (b) that "no application form will 
in future be submitted without the personal signature of the father 
or guardian." 


While our Commission sincerely regret the action of the 
Principal in signing the official application form in this case, 
the members believe that he did so, as he says “in good faith" 
being requested to sign it by the mother of the child in questions 
Now that his attention has been so clearly directed to the mistake 
made and as he himself has declared that it has taught him a lesson, 
our Commission feel able to assure you that a similar mistake 
Will not be repeated in the future, 


The members were pleased to note Mr. Hoey's instruction 
in the second last paragraph of his letter to Mr. Indian Agent Pugh 
on May 16th, remreare the establishment of the religious status 


of the Indian girl Elizabeth Healy, and they also took careful note 
of the Reverend Principal Middleton's statement regarding "the 
general practice which appears to have been followed at St. Paul's 
School in the enrolment of pupils", It would appear from his 

letter to our Commission on the 27th ult. that any action he took 

in the past with regard to the enrolment of pupils was taken with 

the knowledge of the local Indien Agent, and that any misapprehension 
which may have arisen inithis connexion might be corrected by 
reference to the application forms signed over a course of years. 


The Commission share the regret expressed by the Reverend 
Principal Middleton in the Geetag seraqress of his letter to 
Mr. Indian Agent Pugh on April 26 last, voganting the undermining 
of the influence of various families on the Reserve, and which he 
states had become so dominant during the past few months, In this 
connexion I may say that I have before me specific information 
with regard to the payment of a bribe to an Anglican Indien parent 
to have his child admitted to a school not under our Church's manage- 
ment, and while our Commission greatly deprecate any such conduct, 
they would be rebucteant under prevailing world conditions, and 
especially in view of the titanic struggle in which our country 
and Empire are now engaged, to take any specific action in connexion 
with the same.

Dear Canon Middleton:- 


When I was in Ottawa on the 18th inst., my attention 
was very cleary directed to two important matters in connection 
with your School, and I premised to write to you re the same 
as soon as I returned to Winnipeg. 


(1) The first’was in connection with the delay on the 
part of the pupils returning to the School when it re-opened 
after the summer holidays. I was informed that in 1939 and 1940 
approximately 100 childred fafled to return to thé School on 
time. It was also reported to me that all the pupils of the 
Roman Catholic School did not return punctually, but the number 
who failed to do so was very much smaller that those of St. Paul's 
being only about 14 or thereabouts, 


When Mr. Hoey mentioned this matter to me he expressed very 
real concern over the evil effects which the apparent lack of 
interest on the part of the Indian parents in their children's 
education might have on the Government's policy re the Indian 
Residential School system. He pointed out that despite the 
heavy expenditure incurred by the Government in providing buildings 
and equipment, and the lengthening of the summer vacation to two 
months. the failure of the parents to return their children 
promptly for the re-opening of School could only be interpreted 
as a lack of real interest in their educational welfare. 


If you can furnish me with any specific cause why the 
children were not returned promptly, so that 1 may quote the 
same when writing to Ottawa, I will be grateful if you will do 
so, 


(2) The second matter was in connection with the signing 
by you of the father's name on the applications for admission 
of childred to the Sehool, This matter was brought to my 
attention by both Mr. Hoey and Mr, MacInnes, and I was given to 
understand by them that they took a decidedly serious view of 
this action on your part, ; 

I asked that copies of all correspondence relating to 
this matter be forwarded to me, and have just received the 
following, with a covering letter from Mr. MacInnes, the

I will be glad to know if the discussion suggested has already 
taken place, and if so, the result of the same. 


While I am very sorry indeed to have to trouble you with these 

matters, especially at a time when you are labouring under the

they are of sufficient importance to receive prompt and careful 

attention if we are to restore the confidence and maintain the 
ood ogg the officers of the Indian Affairs Branch of 
vernment.

Until having read your letter I was totally ‘ 
oblivious that there was any lack of confidence and goodwill, 
As a matter of fact, judging from personal experience, I had 
always considered it just the oppofite, I am very pleased 
indeed that an opportunity has been given to discuss the 
points mentioned, 


1. For many years pest, there has always been a 
Slackness in having the students returned to School after 

the vacation, on time. In order to facilitate a speedy return 
& system had been evolved, several years ago, that whenever 
parents were negligent in their duty, they were served with 

& summons and given two days grace, failing to comply a 
penalty of two dollars was imposed, Such a policy was very 
effective, and produced Splendid results. Last year, however, 
and again this year, for some reason or other, the Indian 
Agent did not issue the ascustomed summons, and the Indians 
took advantage of the apparent lack of law enforcement, An 
Indian (at least, the Bloods) will always respond to the 

law when he knows there is a penalty attached, but if there 

is the least possible loop-hole of escape he will treapass 

to the limit, The fact of non-issue of a summons gave the 
Indians the idea that they could more or less suit their own 
convenience and time, and when they realised that no law would 
applied, it left them masters of the situation. Time or date 
is of no consequence to the Indian mind, and one day is just 
&8 good as another on which to return their children,

The figures quoted regarding the Roman and our School 
are quite arbitrary, and have no real significance, The Roman 
School has always been at more or less the centre of the Reserve, 
In our case we have been at the two extremes, The Romans had 
their recruits from their immediate vicinity---ours were mostly 
from around the 01d Agency, some forty mikes north of here, 
Moreover, most of the absentees mentiqned were working with the 
parents off the Reserve at and around Lethbridge---Picture Butte-~ 
Raymond---Magrath and Stirling, in the Beet fields. Most of the 
Indians from around the 01d Agency, amongst whom we have numerous 
students, ame not resident farmers like those settled around the 
Schools; they are nomads, and follow that mode of life accordingly, 
which accounts for our peculiar difficulty by not having the 
children returned on time, 


I have sent riders and messengers out to these various 
Camps, beseeching the return of the children, Even today the 
car is again chasing through Picture Butte and Lethbridge to 
Taber, a distance of some hundred and twenty odd4 miles from the 
School, in order to pick up any absentees, Such is a costly 
procedure in both time and gasoline. Whereas, past experience 
proved, that the issue of a summons was effective. To state at 
the outset that approximately 100 students failed to return on 
time, leases the matter unsettled, especially, when after driving 
several hundred mikes, in search of them, the majority were in 
residence after the first two weeks, It takes time to traval 
through these neighbouring towns, and the difficulty is increased 
when Indians, having a boy earning a dollar or so a day, 
deliberately hide him on arrivel,. 

I am convinced after thirty years amongst the Bloods, 
that if the Students are to be returned on time, a penalty must 
be enforced for failure of observance. Such an Act is common 
with White Schools. For years past there has always been a 
Standing Departmental order, that in case of an absentee, the 
authorities of the School were requested to notify the Indian 
Agent, who in turn would exercise his authority and have the 
student returned. Such apparently is not now in force. 


&, As you have a copy of my letter, April 26, addressed 

to the Indian Agent, there is nothing more to be said in that 
connection. Am rather inclined to think, however, the whole 
matter has been presented in the wrong light, and in consequence 
is being taken too literal and impersonal, The import of Mr, 
Hoey's letter May 16, written to the Indian Agent, is essentially 
legal and academic, Such an aspect has never occured to me when 
complying with the nuinerous requests made to me hy these Indians, 
When I used the term of "signing dozens in the past", it was made 
from the mental picture of office and camp procedure, Time and 
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@pretary, Ind. Res, Commission, (3) September 27th, 1940, 


again, when asking the Indian to sign the Application Form, he 
will remain seated, and state quite innocently--"Ksestoa, sotim 
Sinakit" --meaning---"You sign it", It was under such circum- 
stances, that Mrs, Healy requested me to sign the Form indicated, 
Working with these people, day in and day out, year in and year 
ous, a policy of trust and confidence must be acquired, otherwise 
one's labour is in vain. Sever have I experienced an Indian 
recreant to his pledged word before. Such has taught me a lesson, 


The term used in the quoted paragraph-"A principal 
who follows this procedure in the enrolment of his pupéls"-- is 
not very gratifying to a man who has given more than thirty 
years of bitter hard service on behalf of the Indian, My record 
amongst the Bloods is not to be judged by the weakness of one 
particular Indian, who was obviously coerced into this act of 
betrayal. If the act of my signing the Form was not legal, it 
was at the least, an act of good faith, and I am quite willing 
to accept the decision of the Department, Nevertheless, I wish 
to be quite frank and openly state, that I do not like to feel 
that something is being read into the signing of this application, 
which does not exist, There was no ulterior motive whatsoever, 
and had the Indian been allowed to follow his own inclination, 
he would never have made application to have his child transferred 
to the Roman School, especially when his other childrefwere here 
and this was the School of himself and fore-bears, 


I ought to state that the sentiments expressed by 
Mr, Hoey had not been communicated to me, until I received your 
letter. I wish they had, as I would have hastened to write 
further, There is always the possibility when writing through 
the medium of the Agency Office of one's attitude and desire being 
unintentionally misinterpreted,

For some years yaa the Department has been 
assisting Gerald Teilfeathers, who is a brother 
of Grant. As you are aware, there are 
approximately 19,000 Indian children attending 
Indian schools throughout Canada and the amount 
provided for advanced education is very limited. 
AS & result the Department has not deemed it 
advisable to grant assistance to two children 
in the one family et the same time. Under the 
circumstances we are not prepared to approve 

the transfer of Grant Allen Tailfeathers.

Inasmuch, however, as requests similar to 
this one will reach you from time to time, I am anxious 
that you should understand the policy of the Department, 
for the time being at least, in respect to special grants 
to pupils proceeding 4th hich sehool or vocational 
studies. “e have, in the appropriations from yeer to year, 
a comparatively smell amount of approximately %20,990.70 
from which we assist deserving pupils and out of which we 
pay the cost of delinquent Indian —_ ané girls of school 
age who are committed to correctiona institutions from 
time to time. At this season of the year, twméreds of 
recuests for scholarstip grants reach us, from church 
authorities, principals of residential schools and Indian 
agents. These recuests are very, very carefully reviewed 
and the limited funds et our disposal disbursed with the 
utmost cere. It is just possible that a larger sum should 
be placed at ovr disposal to encourage & greater number of 
pupils to proceed with advanced studies, but, et the 
present time, «8 you can readily imagine, it is exceedingly 
aifficult to secure funds for services other than those 
directly connected with the war effort. 


I note your intention to transfer Allan 
Tail Feathers from the Alood Reserve to Shingwauk Home. 
Railway facilities «et the present time are so congested 
that this season Civil Servants were not permitted to 
travel by rail unless special permission to do so had been

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granted. It would be exceedingly difficult, therefore, 

to transfer a boy this distance, by rail, to permit 

him to proceed with ordinary high school studies. f 

have had a feeling for some time - and I still have it - 
that our field officials, particularly in the outlying 
districts, do not fully realize the seriousness of the 
crisis in which ve still find ourselves. In the case 

of this pupil, however, our decision not to transfer him 
was besed mainly on the fect that we had helped his brother 
substantially durine the last two or three years. “e did 
not consider that it »oula pe at aii fair to help anotiinr 
member of the family with so many deserving ceses asking 
for essistance, In discussing this matter with principals 
of residential sehools, I think it should be emphasized 
that while the Pepartment is prepared to lNelp to the 
utmost extent possible, the parents of Indian pupils should 
also be encouraged to nake a contribution. A large number 
of Indian pupils have been helped by the Department in 
recent years, I regret to state, however, that only 4 
Comparatively smell number of these pupils made a success 
of life. My om opinion is that these pupils would 
realize more fully the privilege of attending high school 
or of taking advanced vocational courses if the parents 
made a contribution. Human beings seldom aporeciate fully 
gifts bestowed upon them without effort on their own part. 


I have written at considerable length, wit! 
the feeling that you would be amxious te know the attitude 
of the Department in respect to this matter.

The break in their educational progress is serious 
and we are disappointed at the loss of income at a time 
wheu we are struggling to avoid still further increasing 
the heavy Bank Overdraft of oul Commission. 


May I reyuest thet you assist us by takin, the matter up 
with the Agent concerned and giving him authority to put 
pressure upon those perents who ere within reach end ere 
failing in their duty. Principal Middleton tells us that 
the Agent is reluctent to act without support from the 
Department. Possibly under war conditions it was not wise 
to try to enforce attendance, but T cannot help feeling 
thet any breakdown in the Indian recognition of authority 
will have serious consequences. hen some can ignore the 
law with impunity others become unsettled and are emboldened 
to follow their exemple."

This is to inform you that yesterday after-noon, I 
inspected the St. Paul's Anglican Indian Residential School, 
and found the Children in a good state of health. 


There are a few that reuire some minor treatments such 
as Tonsils and Teeth removed, and one large girl with a chronic 
appendicitis condition, this latter case is being operated upon 
to-morrow. 

I checked also re. Head and Body vermin, and find that 
the School is clear. It was explianed to me that an occasional 
small child will come in from home with a vermin affliction, 


but that they attend to these cases at once. I noticed that 
one child had been so treated, and whose hair had been cropped.

Quarters. The parents of the two Chief Moon 
families, Wayne Plume anda father, and parents 
of Curly Rider, are directly responsible for 
the non-return of their children. IT have 
visited these homes on many occasions - day 
and night ~ and some excuse is always made 
about their non-attendance, 


The Police have served Warrants -- but 
all to no avail. Constituted law and author- 
ity are utterly disregarded. Repeated visits 
have been made after the Warrants have been 
issued -- and yet the children are with-held. 
The fact of these people defying the law 
Month after month, has produced a similar 
reaction amongst other parents. If prosecu- 
tion was carried into effect immediately 
the Statutory limit exptred, an abiding 
respect for the School regulations would be 
established; but so long as they are allow- 
ed the indulgence of disregarding an official 
Police Warrant duly served -- respect and en- 
forcement become in-effective. 


Another factor which has contributed 
towards desertion is the refusal to &llow 
&@n occasional -- festive -- or monthly 
holiday. 


The Schools on the near-by and kindred 
Reserve$ have their weekly holiday. The 
Bloods, visiting backward and forward with 
their friends on these Reserves, resent their 
children being stigmatised by not receiving 
Similar privileges to those of neighbouring 
Schools. The Chiefs -- the Head Men and 
Counsellors of the Tribe have, since the ban 
was placed on holidays, refered to our Schools 
as Prisons. Such is not conducive to mutual 
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interests. not does it tend to develop 
an acceptable esperit de corns. 


I am writing this as a matter 
of information. 


If there is no improvement in the 
"TB." patients, now receiving treatment 
at the Edmonton Hospital, would recommend 
their discharge at the end of the School 
year. In the other cases, speedy appre- 
hension and return to School.

I have yours of the 2lst, file 764-10 (El) 
to which you attached two applications for admission 
which have not been signed by a parent or guardian. 
From what information I have been able to obtain, 
Victor and Dan Chief Moon are peculiar in that they 
have invariably refused to sign application forms, 
even when they had no complaint with the school 
administration. 


At the present time there are innumerable 
complaints about the school administration and recent 
reports from senior officers, who have visited this 
school, are that it is not improving. Under such con- 
ditions I cannot recommend that the parents of these 
children be forced to comply with the requirements of 
admission. 


It appears that the boy and the girl from 
these homes are attending and in residence at St. 
Paul's School, and that the parents are satisfied to 
leave them there. In our opinion the per capita grant 
should, therefore, be paid to the school. 


In conclusion, it is my experience that 
at a well-administered residential school, where life 
is made attractive to the pupils and their progress 
and happiness is evident to the parents, there will 
rarely be any that will refuse to sign the application; 
4n fact the reverse is becoming the rule; i.é6-,

There are a number of pupils who have not returned 
to school who are absent in the U.S.4., these number 7 
children, andd these two are not likely to return having 
crossed into the States consequent upon a family separation 
namely James tig Throat, this was called to the attention 
of the Branch, early this spring. 


Your Agent has no method o! approachment to this 
problem. Still a n wher are out with their parents working 
off the reserve, and anticipate that conveyance will be 
sent for their children. The Anglican school are contri- 
buting to this by sending out for pupils. This does not 
‘ffect the Blood R.C.School, as their pupils are fairly 
good at returning after summer holidays. 


I have commented under buildings on this phase of 
the schools, but attention is again drawn to the matter of 
he Water Tower at the St Paul's School, as they are now 
only able to hold about 15.000 gallons of water in the 

tower due to its condition. 


Attention will be given to the repairs authorized 
for the roof at the St Paul's School, and Mr Weston of 
Cardston has been asked to carry out this work. 


Teaching Staffs are at full strength at both schools, 
and I am assured that the children are settling down to 
class room work fairly well.

Blood (CB. ) Indian Residential School: 


Vocational Training 

(a) Woodwork: This is centred in a smell (12* by 16") room that 
was intended for a refrigerator. There are two work benches. 
The boys are instructed at the rate of two per half-day with 
one boy only on Saturday morning; none, apparently on ©atur- 
day afternoons or Sundays. According to a list made up on 
February lst, twenty<nme boys would, accordingly, receive the 
attention of the instructor for one half-day per week. But 
when the attached photos were taken on April 22nd, truancy 
had considerably reduced the number under instruction. (One 
boy not shown has gone to get the cows for milking.) 


The instructor, Mr. J.W. Mould, is a carpenter of the old 
school, habituated to theepprentice system. It would be ask- 
ing too much to expect him to conduct classes in the usual way, 
unless he were given more space, more equipment, and copies of 
the woodwork course designed by Mr. Doucet. 

His present salary of #60 compares favourably with the $52 
average of the academic subjects teachers. 


(ob) Handicrafts for Girls: Kach afternoon a group of 
9b 0rF SER et $f oer tine 
loom-weaving, cut-work. 

The classes do not properly 
correspond with the grades, 
and thus do not afford a 
real lightening of the 
academic teachers’ load. 
The room pictured is also 
used in the mornings by 

the smallest children for 
language lessons. 


(c) Needlework: No garments are made. Fatching, mending and darning 
are done by the girls (not on a class system) for the girls, 
and by the smaller boys for the boys. The product varies from 
good to pathetic, but it has to be worn.

(ad) Other Activities: Boys and girls perform many of the 
ordinary housekeeping duties and other work incidental to a home 
on 4 farm. Most of this work is done at other than class-room 
hours. Lists of duties are published from time to time showing 
the names of pupils assigned thereto. Below is shown the latest 
list of boys’ duties with the number of boys employed and my 
notes in some cases:

It might improve morale if the farm and kitchen chores could 
be dealt with in the class-room and related to langusge, 
arithmetic, drawing and religious education.
